Adjournment of tine 


As will be seen by the late report from 


Madison, both Houses of the Legislature have 
postponed the day of adjournment one week. 
This, perhaps, was the best that could be done 
under the circumstances. A great deal of bus- 
iness was before them, which must have been 
done in an imperfect and unsatisfactory man- 
ner, or else have been left undone altogether, 
had they carried out their first resolution to 
adjourn on the lOth/inst. 


Our people have already suffered enough 


from the inconsiderate haste with which for- 
mer legislatures h'ave rushed through matters 
of tho greatest moment. Laws, involving the 
property, right* and interests, of the people 
of a whole State, cannot be manufactured in 
a hurry. It is better for the State, and better 
for all concerned, that what is done, should be 
well done. , 


Some of (he papers are complaining of the 


extra expense involved in a continuance of 
the session,. To be sure, the practice of econ- 
omy is a good thing, but a trifling expense i.s 
nothing compared to the evils of imperfect and 
hasty legislation. The one may be borne with 
patience1, but the other is a sottrce of continu- 
al inconvenience, vexation and delay. 


Some people, ami some papers, we are sor- 


ry to say, seem to imagine that the legislature 
is a fit subject for their gibes,spleen, and com- 
plaints, and that one way to make themselves 
popular with the people, is to cry out against 
fancied abuses of trust, nnd every extra ex- 
penditure of time and money on the part of 
theif Representatives. Thus iliey gain the 
reputation of having a regard for economy, 
and the public gotjd, and the representative 
suffers in the confidence and esteem of those 
who sent him to make laws for them. Now 
this is not as it should be. Membership in 
the legislature is no sinecure. Those without 
experience in lagislation, can have no idea of 
the toil, the care, the anxiet}', and the vexa- 
tion attending the duties of the office, lien 
:vre elected to the Legislature because they 
have the confidence of those who elected them; 
and generally, we believe, carry out the will 
of their constituenrs faithfully, to the best of 
their ability. They should receive thanks for 
their industry, diligence, and patient per- 
formance of their duties, instead of being the 
objects of petty abuse and party malice.
